WASHINGTON, July 19 (Agencies) — > Hundreds of 
pro-Arab demonstrators carrying Palestinian flags 
marched up and down outride the White House today 
as_ President Jimmy Carter greeted visiting Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. The demonstrators 
carried signs reading : “Menachem Begin is a fascist 
!- «*5“ed “Ben Gurion”, "long live PLO” and “stop 
U.S. military aid to Israel". A self styled “Polish figh- 
ter for fteedom"carried a slogan wiling for a "holy 
war against toe bandit state of Israel". 
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UNITED NATIONS, New York, July 19 (AFP). — The 
United States today welcomed Vietnam’s application 
for admission to toe United Nations and said it looked 
forward to working with Hanoi to bring about “a new 
era of peace". Speaking before toe UN. Security Coun- 
cil session -- at which the council's admissions com- 
mittee report on Vietnam’s application is being submit- 
ted -- US. Representative Donald McHenry said : 
"When the Socialist Republic of Vietnam is admitted 
to membership hi the UN. this fall ... the principle 
of universality will be further advanced.”

The King left Amman Tues- 
day morning tfi>brief the lead- 
ere of Kuwait. Bahrain, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates' 
on the outcome of his recoil 
talks with U.5. President Jim- 
my Carter and discuss the lat- 
est moves towards a Middle 
East peace settlement 

The Gulf tour follows simi- 
lar d i scuss i ons held last week 
with President Sadat of Egypt 
in Cairo and with King Khaled 
of Saudi Arabia in Jeddah. 

The King was seen off at 
Amman Airport by His High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan, 
members of the Royal family 
and top government officials. 

King Hussein’s delegation in- 
dudes Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran, Chief of the Royal Ha- 
shemite Court Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf, Court Minister 
Amer ghammadi and His Ma- 
jesty's Military Secretary Maj. 
Gen. AtaDah Ghasib. 

King Hussein was greeted in 
Kuwait by Crown Prince She- 
ikh Jaber al Ahmed al Sabah 
who is also Prime Minister and, 
in the absence of the Emir 
Sheikh Sabah al Salem al Sa- 
bah, acting Head of State. 

Sheikh Jaber hosted a state 
lunch in honour of King 
Hussein and headed the Kuwai- 
ti delegation In talks with the 
King. Jordan News Agency re- 
ported from Kuwait that the 
King- r evie w ed the -results v of 
Ms visit to the United States 
and the visits he Is making to 


Arab countries aimed at 
- ^ the necessary degree of 
Arab coor dination required to 
face arraent political develop- 
ments. 

After Kuwait the King flew 
onto Bahrain where he was 
net by the Emir, Sheikh Isa 
bin Salman al Khalifa. The Jo- 
rdanian and delega- 

tions met at Qutaibeyeh Palace 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

A few hours later the inng 
left for Doha where he was re- 
ceived by the Qatari Emir, Sh- 
eikh Khalifa bin Hamad g]

King Hussein’s talks with the 
wee leaders, in addition to 
discussing the current Arab po- 
litical situation and His Ma- 
jesty's U.S. visit covered the 
strengthening of relations bet- 
ween Jordan and the Gulf sta- 
tes.

BEIRUT. July 19 (AFP). — Le- 
banon, Syria and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation have 
agreed to set up demilitarised 
sectors along southern Leba- 
non’s border with Israel while 
leaving the Arqoub, at the foot 
of Mount Hermon, open to Pa- 
lestinians, reliable sources said 
here today. 

The decisions were covered 
in an agreement of principle 
reached by the three parties 
during several rounds of nego- 
tiations, which are still going 
on. 

But the key Issue of -Pafesti- 
nfan refugee camps, their right 
to arms and obligations to out- 
side controls, remained unset- 
tled, the sources said. 

The sources stressed that 
many difficulties had to be 
worked out before a final agre- 
ement could be concluded. 

The Lebanese and Syrians 
reportedly want a simultan- 
eous, global settlement of all 
problems, while the Palestin- 
ians seek a step-by-step ap- 
proach to the issues beginning 
with the establishment of a 
three-sided coordination com- 
mission, then settlement of the 
southern Lebanese security 
problems and finally implemen- 
tation of the 1969 Cairo agree- 


ment regulating armed Palesti- 
nian presence in the country. 

So far, the three parties ha- 
ve agreed in principle to the 
withdrawal of all combattants 
from certain border areas and 
to the setting up of demilitariz- 
ed sectors in the sensitive 
zcme, the reliable sources said. 

But the Arqoub -- called 
Fatehgand -- would remain 
open to a Palestinian presence, 
the sources said. 

Syria and Lebanon also agr- 
eed to deploy the first units 
of the new Lebanese army. 


now in training, to the border 
area, to reactivate the Israeli- 
Lebanese Armistice Commis- 
sion and to strengthen United 
Nations observer posts along 
the border, the sources said. 

Regarding the Palestinian 
camps, Syria and Lebanon ha- 
ve railed for the evacuation of 
all heavy weapons from the 
camps, which they would like 
to see under the surveil- 
lance of an Arab peace-keeping 
force. 

Since 1969, the PLO has be- 
en the only authority Inside 
Lebanon's Palestinian camps. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (R). 

— President Carter and Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin today began two days of 
talks after acknowledging dif- 
ferences over Middle East po- 
licy and pledging to try to so- 
lve them. 

During the meetings, Mr. 
Begin will discuss an Israeli 
peace plan for the region which 
he hopes will win favour with 
the president 

In a welcoming speech on 
the White House lawn, Presi- 
dent Carter emphasised the im- 
portance of Mr. Be gin’s visit 

‘This is a very important 
day in the history of our na- 
tion. perhaps for the future of 
the Middle East and perhaps 
even for the future of the 
world," he said. 

Mr. Begin, a former guerri- 
lla leader who won power in 
general elections two months 
ago, is the last of the Middle 
East leaders to visit Washin- 
gton as part of Mr. Carter’s 
efforts to forge a peaceful set- 
tlement in the area. 

Among the issues the two 
leaders were discussing was a 
resumption of the Geneva pea- 
ce conference which has not 
met since December, 1973. Ag- 
reement must be reached on

BEIRUT. July 19 (AFP). — Fie- 
rce street-fighting has been ra- 
ging since early yesterday in 
the large Eritrean town of Ag- 
ordat, in north eastern Ethio- 
pia, a spokes m an for the Eri- 
trean liberation Front (ELF) 
said here today. 

Ethiopian aircraft had been 
in action against the Eritreans, 
the ELF said, but one Ethiopian 
Garrison at Agordat was sur- 
rounded. 

Eritrean forces launched the 
operation against Agordat a 
week ago but the final attack 
was launched during the night 
of Sunday /Monday. The Eri- 
treans now control one put of 


the town, situated about 100 
kin s, west of the Eritrean pro- 
vincial capital of Asmara. ■ 

The Ethiopian garrison town 
at Barantu, 10 kms. further 
west of Agordat was practical- 
ly in Eritrean hands, the ELF 
spokesman added. . 

He said the central military 
rulers were meanwhile, trying 
to reopen the important road 
linking the capital, Addis Aba- 
ba, with the Red Sea port of 
Assab. 

Heavy reinforcements of Eth- 
iopian troops had been airlift- 
ed into Asmara to* try to ease 
the pressure applied by Eritr- 
ean guerrillas on the provincial 
capital, the spokesman added. 


Polirario claims shooting 
down Mauritanian plane 


KUWAIT, July 19 (R). — An 
extremist Egyptian group has 
threatened to kill Cairo’s am- 
bassador to Kuwait if its leader 
or any of his followers are 
executed for the murder of a 
former Egyptian minister, the 
newspaper Al Rai Al Aam said 
today. 

The paper reproduced a mi- 
meographed letter received at 
its office and signed by the 
Kuwait branch of Takfir Wal 
Hijira (Society for the Repen- 
tance and Flight from Sin) 
which two weeks ago kidnap- 
ped former Religious Endow- 
ments Minister Mohammad Hu- 
ssein Zahabi. Dr. Zahabi was 
lpter found murdered. 

The letter called on Egypt's 
President Anwar Sadat to show 
leniency towards the group's 
leader, Shukri Mustapha, and 
some of his followers. Their 
trial for alleged kidnapping 
and murder is due to start in 
Cairo on Saturday. 

It said the men were good 
Moslems trying to uphold re- 
ligious principles. 

“We threaten to kill the Am- 


bassador (Mr. Mamdouh Ab- 
del R&zzak) if any of them 
are executed," it added. 

Meanwhile in Cairo the rul- 
ing Centrist Party has prep- 
ared a draft law calling for 
the death penalty for any per- 
son forming a “terrorist" or- 
ganisation, according to the 
semi-official newspaper Al Ab- 
ram. 

The move followed a recent 
government crackdown on the 
Takfir Wal Hijira which was 
accused of plotting to overth- 
row the government. 

The draft law, published by 
the newspaper, said : "whoev- 
er formed an underground so- 
ciety or group and established 
a relationship with a foreign 
country and acquired arms, ex- 
plosives and other tools of ter- 
rorism would receive the death 
penalty or life imprisonment." 

It said the draft law, soon 
to be presented to parliament, 
defined as a terrorist group any 
party or organisation that may 
“exploit certain political, so- 
cial, economic or religious ide- 
ology threatening the state sec- 
urity." 


under attack from white har- 
dliners, who accused Mr. Smith 
of panicking, while one of the 
leaders of the Patriotic Front 
guerrilla force waging war on 
the Rhodesia regime shrugged 
It off as irrelevant. 

Announcing the election yes- 
terday, Mr. Smith said parlia- 
ment would be dissolved today 
and the country's whites and 
blacks will go to the polls on 
August 31 to prepare for a 
broad-based government incl- 
uding blacks. 

Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole. ex- 
pressed dismay and said it se- 
emed to be a new delaying 
tactic. “We don’t know what 
Mr. Smith hopes to achieve by 
calling election. I*m surprised 
and dismayed. It looks like an- 
other delaying tactic,” Mr. Si- 
thole told reporters. 

“I don’t expect to be asked 
to join his government and, if 
asked, I would refuse. Any bl- 
ack politician who does join 
will rightly be considered a 
puppet" 

Mr. Sithole, who returned to 
Salisbury less than two weeks 
ago after two years of self- 
imposed exile from Rhodesia, 
said he would not be satisfied 
with any resolution of the Rho- 
desian situation that did not 
incorporate majority rule for 
the territory’s six million bla- 
cks. 

In dismissing the election an- 
nounced by Mir. Smith in a tele- 
vision broadcast last night, Mr. 
Sithole joined other leading bl- 
ack nationalists who have alr- 
eady scoffed at the prime mi- 
nister's latest move. 

The Rev. Max Chigwida, Se- 
cretary General of Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa’s United African Na- 
tional Council, said : "Mr. Sm- 
ith will have to think again. 
There is only one answer to 


our problems and that is ma- 
jority rule.” 

Mr. Smith said in his broad- 
cast that he bad plans for an 
internal settlement, following 
what he considered the failure 
of the initiative launched by 
Britain and the United States. 
He wanted a mandate for a 
broad-based government conta- 
ining black Rhodesians who 
were willing to assist in obta- 
ining a peaceful settlement. 

In Dar Es Salaam, militant 
black nationalist leader Robert 
Mugabe said today the calling 
of an election by Mr. Smith 
was irrelevant in the struggle 
for freedom in the breakaway 
British colony. 

Mr. Mugabe, co-leader with 
Mr. Joshua Nkorao of the Pat- 
riotic Front nationalist allian- 
ce, told a news conference that 
Mr. Smith should resign and 
“leave the people to decide the 
future of Zimbabwe (Rhode- 
sia)." 

Mr. Joshua Nkomo said in 
Dar Es Salaam today that ele- 
ctions to be held in Rhodesia 
“did not affect the situation 
at all .... It is just a matter 
of fascist bandits ‘ reshuffling 
themselves”. 

The Patriotic Front has Just 
completed in Dar Es Salaam a 
three-day meeting ,of its Coo- 
rdinating Committee and an- 
nounced subsequently “concre- 
te measures" to re-enforce the 
armed struggle against the wh- 
its minority regime in Salisbu- 
ry- 

The meeting was attended by 
the two leaders of the front, 
Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mu- 
gabe.

Mr. Carter is also anxious 
to discover the extent of Isra- 
eli willingness to hand back 
Arab territories occupied dur- 
ing the 1967 war. 

The president and Mr. Begin 
got down to discussions imm- 
ediately after the welcoming 
ceremonies. 

The Israeli premier was also 
meeting Defence Secretary Ha- 
rold Brown and Treasury Sec- 
retary Michael BhnnenthaJ be- 
fore a working dinner with Mr. 
Carter at the White House to- 
night. 

Mr. Carter told Mr. Begin 
that the United States shared 
Israel’s view that all the iss- 
ues involving its Arab neigh- 
bours were negotiable. 

"Although there may be di- 
fferences of perspective and vi- 
ewpoint between him and me, 
between his nation and the 
United States, the common go- 
al of finding a path to a per- 
manent peace will inevitably 
bind us together,” the president 
said. 

Mr. Begin emphasised that 
"peace is inseparable from na- 
tional security” but added : 
“We yearn for peace, we pray 
for peace. We shall do every- 
thing humanly possible and 
make all possible endeavours 
to bring about a real peace bet- 
ween us and our neighbours.' 1 

Recalling the annihilation of 
the Jews in World War H, 
Mr. Begin said that without 
national security, the life of 
every Israeli was under direct 
threat 

Mr. Begin added that as free 
countries, the United States 
and Israel should stand toge- 
ther to persevere in the stru- 
ggle for human rights and de- 
mocracy. 

“We may have differences 


of opinion. We shall never dis- 
agree. We shall only agree to 
differ," he said. 

The president praised Mr. 
Beginj as a man of principle 
and independence, and said he 
admired his "deep and unswer- 
ving religious commitment" 

He said be was particularly 
impressed that the first action 
of Mr. Begin’s government af- 
ter it was formed last month 
was to admit to Israel “Viet- 
namese refugees who had been 
floating in boats in the Pacific. 

“It was an act of compassion 
and an act of sensitivity, 
a recognition by him and his 
government of the importance 
of a home for people who are 
homeless and destitute and wo- 
uld like to express their own 
individuality and freedom in a 
common way,” be said. 

The president concluded with 
a quotation from the book of 
the old testament prophet Isa- 
iah: "And the work of right- 
eousness shall be peace, and 
the effects of righteousness qui- 
etness and assurance forever." 

Mr. Begin began his speech 
in Hebrew and then transla- 
ted : '“I have come as the spo- 
kesman for an ancient people 
and a young renascent nation." 

He said his decision to give 
refuge to the Vietnamese had 
been a natural act because Is- 
rael had never forgotten the 
plight of Jewish refugees dur- 
ing the last world war. 

He ended by expressing the 
hope that be would be able 
to reciprocate Mr. Carter’s hos- 
pitality by welcoming the pre- 
sident to Israel 

The president appeared, in 
underlining the issue of state- 
less people or refugees, to be 
alluding to the question of a 
Palestinian homeland --a sub- 
ject that will be central in his 
talks with Mr. Begin. 

Mr. Carter joked at the beg- 
inning that be was especially 
pleased to see Mr. Begin beca- 
use he was the first visiting 
foreign leader to be his junior 
in terms of tenure in office. 'T 
welcome the chance to act as 
the senior statesman," he y* idr 


Man flogged under new 
Islamic code in Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD, July 19 (AFP). - 
A man convicted of theft was 
whipped in public under a new 
Islamic penal code, it was re- 
ported here today. 

A large crowd watched the 
man receive six lashes on the 
back in Muzafnargar town, Pu- 
njab province, yesterday. 

Under the penal code annou- 
nced by the military governm- 
ent eariy this month, theft is 
punishable by whipping or by 
surgical amputation of the 
hand, depending on the serious- 
ness of the offense. 

In Rawalpindi Pakistan’s mi- 


litary government today said 
that detained political leaders 
had “misused” newly-given ri- 
ghts to receive their supporters 
and withdrew permission for 
visits. 

Permission to receive guests 
was granted only three days 
ago to politicians held in “pro- 
tective” custody at Murree bill 
resort, about 40 miles north of 
here, since the July 5 military 
coup. They include deposed Pr- 
ime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhut- 
to, members .of his dismissed 
cabinet and leaders of the nine- 
party opposition Pakistan Na- 
tional Alliance (PNA).

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To swell an occasion 

There are words that make history, and there are 
words mouthed to suit a fleeting fancy or swell an 
occasion. 

On his first encounter with President Carter, the 
Prime Minister of Israel, Mr. Begin, pledged that his 
country would do everything humanly possible to 
bring about a real peace with its neighbours. If he 
is true to his words, then history was made on the 
lawn of the White House Tuesday, and the problems 
of the Middle East will fade away into the twilight. 

Yet every indication is that Mr. Begin is doing 
everything possible to marshall the forces of the 
American Jewish community not to serve the ‘goal 
of peace but to buttress his own intransigence, not to 
go along with Mr. Carter in seeking a viable solution, 
a reasonable and just settlement in the Middle East, 
but to glorify his own dreams of a triumphant Israel 
imposing its conditions on its neighbours, seeking not 
their good will but their forced compliance to its 
terms. 

Unless Mr. Begin has turned over a new leaf 
overnight, we have good reason to entertain mis- 
givings about the authenticity of the sentiments that 
moved him to say what he did. Is Mr. Begin a man 
thirsting for peace, or for the economic benefits of 
normalised relations with the Arab Worid ? Does 
“real peace” mean any more to him than squeezing 
the Arabs for all they are worth and grabbing inter- 
national and American guarantees for permanent 
and expanded borders for a Jewish homeland while 
denying the Palestinians the right to a homeland of 
their own ? We suspect his meaning does not go be- 
yond that 

Is he ready to do everything humanly possible to 
allow the Palestinians what he has fought to make 
possible for the children of Israel ? Mr. Begin is direc- 
tly responsible for the life of dispersal, statelessness 
and alienation to which the Palestinians have been 
condemned. Is he prepared to undo that wrong, even 
in part, or is he only capable of commiserating with 
the sufferings of his own people. There is only limited 
virtue in that 

Does giving refuge to a boat-load of Vietnamese 
refugees represent the full scope of his willingness to 
identify with the plight of a people without a home- 
land? Will Mr. Begin make a sacrifice for peace 
where it really counts? Wfll he give back to the 
people his country has dispossessed even part of what 
was once theirs? 

We suspect not We suspect that Mr. Begin’s 
words were merely a facile form of self-flattery, 
words full of promise signifying precious little indeed.

Jordanian dallies Tuesday 
commented on the visit of His 
Majesty the King to tour Gulf 
states which starts Wednesd- 
ay, and on the Carter-Begin 
t alks in Washington. 

AL DUSTOUR, in an editor- 
ial entitled "Gulf tour", said 
that the King’s two-day visit 
to the Arab Gulf states of Ku- 
wait, Bahrain, Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates is a 
continuation of the line he be- 
gan towards developing a co- 
ordinated Arab stand capable 
of facing all eventualities. 

It is a realistic view, the 
paper said, which treats all 
the Arab countries as confro- 
ntation states without any re- 
gard for their geographical po- 
sitions.

LHASA, Tibet, July 18 (R). — 
Flight 491 from Chengtu des- 
cended into the rocky valley, 
skimmed over a sluggish, mu- 
ddy river and touched down 
In a land where 27 years ago 
there were no wheeled vehic- 
les. 

The roar of the Ilyushin 
18’s turbo-props scattered a 
herd of goats but drew scar- 
cely a glance from the black - 
cloaked shepherd gathering 
kmdlig for a bonfire. 

These days there are six 
flights a week to Lhasa and 
occasionally foreigners axe ab- 
oard. 

Under feudalism and comm- 
unism, Tibet has been the le- 
gendary “forbidden land” on 
the world's highest plateau. 
But now doors are slowly op- 
ening. 

I travelled here with corre- 
spondents of the Italian News 
Agency ANSA and the Yugos- 
lav agency Tanjug. We were 
the first Peking-based group 
of foreign journalists allowed 
into Tibet since the Chinese 
put down the 1959 rebellion 
and broke the rule of the Bud- 
dhist god-king, the Dalai 
Lama. 

The changes since then have 
been traumatic but are hardly 
reflected on the 100 kms. dri- 
ve from the airstrip to Lhasa. 

The car winds along a dirt 
track by the Tsang-po River. 
It passes primitive one dwel- 
lings and scruffy hamlets wh- 
ose mud walls bear red ins- 
criptions in the long, loping 
characters of Tibetan scrip L 
_ On the verges are occas- 
sional groups of men brewing 
butter-tea in soot-blackened 
pots. They wear robes slung 
slackly across their chests, bo- 
ots and wide-brimmed felt 
hats. 

The horses grazing nearby 
have bells round their necks 
and the tinkling carries far in 
the thin air. 

Some of the surrounding 
peaks are snow-capped and 
down in the valley the sun 
shines on patches of ripening 
wheat. An eagle is perched an 
a road-side rock. A yak-skin 
boat glides down the river. 

On* the car ^feat is a khak i 
oxygen-filled pillow attached 
to a nozzle. Acclimatising to 
the 3,600 metre altitude is a 
problem the Chinese take ser- 
iously. 

An oxygen cylinder stands 
by each bed in the guest hou- 
se and a young Chinese wo- 
man doctor gives new arrivals 
regular check-ups -- despite 
the fact that back in Peking 
we underwent electric cardio- 
graph, blood and respiratory 
tests. 

For the first 24 hours at 
least strenous action leaves 
you breathless. The doctor’s 
prescription at nightfall is a 
sedative, half an hour of oxy- 
gen and a bowl of yogurt. 

Lhasa, once Buddhism’s most 
holy city, is now a Chinese 
frontier town. Before 1959, 
ochre-robed lamas crowded 
the streets and pursuit of re- 
ligion was the major preoccu- 
pation. 

The new Lhasa, standing in 
the shadow of the Dalai La- 
ma’s towering Potala Palace, 
is spartan - - single-storey 
Chinese architecture and neat- 
ly-planted shade trees. 

It is like numerous Chinese 
towns -- except here Tibetans 
tether their horses to lamp 
posts and a group of herds- 
men camp down opposite the 
department store. 

With the rest of China, 
Lhasa rises to the strains of 
“the east in red” pouring for- 
th from loudspeakers and ke- 
eps the same time as Peking 
although it is geographically 
two hours behind.

milestones that crop up in ev-

These are 1950, when the 
People's Liberation Army 
(PLA) marched into Tibet to 
“liberate an inalienable part of 
China”: 1959, year of the hope- 
less rebellion, and 1965 when 
Tibet became an autonomous 
region of China and began 
“socialist construction”. 

The date that matters most 
is March, 1959. Simmering un- 
rest led to an anti-Chinese up^ 
rising in Lhasa, the Dalai 
Lama fled to India for safety 
and Peking accelerated the 
process of bringing Tibet into 
line with “motherland" China. 

Until then the Dalai Lama, 
reincarnation of Buddha and 
lAth in a line that stretches 
back to the 15th century, had 
retained more than nominal 
power. 

His moral authority was 
huge and his subjects -■ 
China insists 95 per cent 
were serfs - - looked to the 
Potala Palace for guidance. 

The Chinese had generally 
kept a low profile in the coun- 
tryside. building roads, open- 
ing schools and trying to im- 
press the Tibetans that the fu- 
ture should be Peking-style 
social development not feudal 
lamaism. 

After the 1959 Lhasa rebel- 
lion which was crushed in 
three days, lamaism came un- 
der attack. “Mobilised" by 
Communist Party cadres, lamas 
and nuns poured out of the 
monasteries and nunneries. 

Many monasteries, focal po- 
ints of the far-flung towns and 
villages, fell into disrepair and 
the people were formed into 
mutual aid groups - - forerun- 
ners of the communes. 

The Dalai Lama has stayed 
in Dharamsala on the Indian 
side of the Himalayas, where 
he was joined by some 65,000 
followers. Lhasa Radio beams 
special services aimed at pro- 
mpting them home, and offi- 
cials here say a few have re- 
turned. 

Since 1959 there have oeen 
occasional reports of. alleged 
dA backed resistance by the 
Khamba people from eastern 
Tibet, but the most reliable 
evidence suggests this ended 
several years ago. 

Officials here say there is 
no longer any opposition and 
that the 1.7 million popula- 
tion has become a part of the 
socialist system. Even the no- 
mads who wander the three- 
mile high Chiang Tang plain 
are enrolled in communes, it 
is claimed the influx of Han 
Chinese has not been as great 
as in other minority areas. 
The official figure is 120,000 
Han, many of them operating 
from the regional administra- 
tion here, plus the undisclosed 
legions of the People’s Libera- 
tion Army. 

The P.LA. guard a 3,500 
km. border which has been 
the source of armed conflict 
with India. The situation is 
now described as stable but 
only the Chinese section of 
the frontier is open for small- 
scale trading. 

Sixty per cent of the cadres 
are said to be Tibetan but the 
Han Chinese hold the impor- 
tant jobs. The top administra- 
tor, Gen. Jen Jung, is a Ko- 
rean War veteran and there 
is never any doubt about Pe- 
king’s authority here. 

Briefings fbr visitors are in- 
variably given by Tibetans but 
there is usually a Han cadre 
to intervene on sensitive is- 
sues. 

This correspondent was im- 
pressed that officials were al- 
ways available for discussion. 
On tours of Chinese provin- 
ces correspondents sometimes 
never come into contact with 
local leaders the picture that 
emerged from these talks was 
of a backward area making 
steady development and pro- 
bably poised for dramatic pro- 
gress in the late I9S0s. 

The past is depicted as “a 
hell in the human world.” The 
Dalai Lama, the monasteries 
and the aristocrats are subjec- 
ted to a constant campaign of 
denunciation designed to break 
any attachment to the old re- 
gime. 

One guide alleged that 
when the Dalai recited sutras 
(Buddhist texts) a human he- 
art, liver or arm was sacri- 
ficed. 

The “liberated serfs” have 
now been formed into more 
than 2,000 communes, and 1.8 
million mou (300,000 acres) 
are under irrigation. Tibet is 
said to be self-sufficient in 
grain and as agricultural re- 
search continues crops are 
grown at ever higher altitudes. 

Officials say there are now 
74,000 industrial workers who 
are on higher wage rates than 
their counterparts in the “mo- 
therland”. They receive free 
medical treatment and hous- 
ing at rents of about $1 dollar 
a month. 

Tibetans, like China's other 
minorities, are not subject to 
family planning strictures and 


mere of them can read their 
own language than at any oth- 
er time. Tne Tjbetan script ed- 
ition of the Tibetan daily bo- 
asts a circulation of 45,000. 

Tibet’s inaccessibility limits 
develcpmer.t. It takes 12 days 
for convoys to travel here ac- 
ross the mountains from 
Chengtu, the nearest Chinese 
city. 

Work has started on a 2,100 
km. line to link Tibet with 
China’s rail network. When 
that happens. Mr. Yang Tsu- 
ng-hsin, the administration's 
vice chairman, predicts rapid 
exploitation of known mineral 
resources and “much faster 
construction". 

People here still recall the 
arrival of the first motor car 
in 1951 -- It was brought into 
Lhasa in pieces on the backs 
of camels. 

Better than anything, the 
opening of the rail line will 
symbolise that this region, 
whose seclusion gave birth to 
a unique civilisation, has joi- 
ned the 20th century. 

You have to visit the tem- 
ples, Potala Palace or the old 
quarter of Lhasa to get an 
idea of the Lhasa of legend, 
the land romantics painted as 
a Shangri-la. 

Almost eve ry one in the old 
quarter is in traditional dress, 
an elderly woman pokes out 
her tongue as a sign of res- 
pect and squtting Tibetans dig 
their fingers into a bowl of 
tsampa --a dough made of 
barley flour, butter, sugar and 
water. 

Flowers are on almost every 
window-siJ! in the three-sto- 
rey stone houses and trading 
is conducted on the paveme- 
nts. But I saw only one sym- 
ptom of live religion, an old 
man mumbling as he fingered 
a rosary. 


The political tide mounts 
against Mrs. 



COLOMBO, July 18 (R). — 
Prime Minister Mrs. Sinmavo 
BendaranaikB will be bulling 
the tide of recent history in 

the subcontinent as well as 
her political opponents in tne 
Sri Lankan general elections 
on Thursday. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike, 61, and 
leader of this small island na- 
tion at the southern tip of 
India for the past seven years, 
is the last of the four major 
South Asian leaders of her era 
still in office. 

Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the 
Bangladesh president killed in 
a military takeover in August 
1975, was the first to go and 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, defeated 
as prime minister of India in 
general elections in March, the 
second. ... , 

The removal of Prime Minis- 
ter Zulfikar Ali Bhutto of 
Pakistan in a military coup bi 
Rawalpindi in early July dealt 
a further blow to Mrs. Band- 
aranaike's chances of staying 
in power. 

Her Sri Lanka Freedom Par- 
ty (SLFP) faces what se.ems to 
be an irresistable challenge 
from the United National Par- 
ty (UNP) headed by Mr. J. R- 
Jayewardene. 

Sri Lanka’s 6.7 million vot- 
ers will elect a new National 
State Assembly of 16S mem- 
bers. 

The election is virtually n 
straight fight between the SL- 
FP and the UNP. although the- 
re are several other group- 
ings in the fray. 

The others include the recen- 
tlv- formed United Left Front 
(ULF). dominated by the Com- 
munist Party and the Trotsky- 
ist Lanka Sama Samaja Par- 
ty, and also the Tamil United 
Liberation Front (TULF) which 


is demanding the formation of 
a separate Tamil State. 

The leftists seem likely to 
be swept aside in the ma™ 
electoral battle but the TULF 
is virtually certain of winning 
a block of at least 20 seats m 
the predominantly Tamu nor- 
thern and eastern provinces. 

In the event of a close re-

NEW DELHI, July 19 (AFP). — Two developments In the 
past week have strengthened the hand of India’s prohibition 
lobby in its efforts to make this country totally dry within a 
year. 

First was Prime Minister Morarfl Desal’s declaration on Ju- 
ly II that he was committed to total prohibition and would sp- 
are no effort to Introduce it. Secondly, over 20 people died and 
several others were hospitalised In the last, three days In the 
suburbs of the capital after consuming illicit liquor said to 
have been made out of methylated spirits and paint. 

Mr. Desai, 81, has championed the cause of prohibition sin- 
ce he became an important Congress leader and minister for 
finance m the erstwhile state of Bombay In the flWes. But the 
Bombay government abandoned the policy after it failed to 
control bootlegging and deaths from consumption of poisonous 
liquor. 

Mr. Desai could not get his way when he joined the central 
government in the sixties because prohibition was a state sub- 
ject and the centre could not compel any state government to 
enforce It. The then Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru was al- 
so reluctant to promote the cause. 

But the tragedy of the last three days has given some ur- 
gency to the problem. It became the subject of a serious de- 
bate in the lower house of parliament yesterday with several 
members asking Home Minister Cfaaran Singh to consider im- 
position of total prohibition. 

Mr. Singh agreed to call a meeting of Janata Party mem- 
bers to find out their views on prohibition, adding that the pa- 
rty leader, Mr. Desai, was “unequivocally committed to total 
prohibition in the whole country” and promised to do every- 
thing possible in that direction. 

Education Minister Dr. P.C. Chuneer, who was asked by 
Mr. Desai to study the question, meanwhile, said chief minis- 
ters and excise ministers of states would meet here by the end 
of this mouth to chalk out a programme for prohibition. 

Mr. Desai’s statement also encouraged members of the All- 
India Prohibition Council to Bold peaceful marches and meet- 
ings in the capital The council whose membership is largely 
composed of women, has decided to mark September 11 next 
as All-India Prohibition Day and has scheduled meetings and 
demonstrations throughout the country on the occasion.

France seeks restored influence in the 
Arab World through increased arms sales

’PARIS, July IS Reuter --As 
France increases its arms 
sales to Arab countries, a 
market once dominated by the 
Soviet Union, it is also trying 
to increase its overall influ- 
' ence in the area. 

The French became enthu- 
siastic arms salesmen when 
the late Gen. De Gaulle de-. 
cided that, through the sale 
of militaiy equipment, he 
could re-capture the influence 
in the Arab World that' 
France lost during the Alger- 
ian war. 

The policy was pursued by 
his successor, the late Presi- 
dent Georges Pompidou, who 
was responsible tor a cont- 
roversial sale of 110 mirage 
jets to Libya. 

And President Valery 
G is card d’ Estaing. faced with 
an economic crisis when oil 
prices soared after the 1973 
Arab -Israeli war, plunged into 
the arms bazaar, swapping 
sophisticated weapons for oiL 

After making good part of 
Egypt's arms losses in that 
war, the French now have a 
major foothold in Iraq and 
Syria with sales of fighter- 
, bombers, helicopters, tanks 
and missiles. 

For some 20 years, Egypt. 
Syria and Iraq tad depended 


mainly on the Soviet Union 
for arms supplies. But, after 
Moscow refused to supply 
Cairo with new arms and 
spare parts, President Anwar 
Sadat turned to France. 

Although Syria and Iraq 
have not been refused by the 
Soviet Union, they have deci- 
ded to diversify their arms 
sales anyway and are turn- 
ing to France for planes, he- 
licopters, tanks and missiles. 

Iraqi Vice President Saddam 
Hussein, who is to visit France 
later this year, is negotiating 
the purchase of 72 Mirage F-l 
combat aircraft. He is also se- 
eking nuclear power plants and 
other French industrial equip- 
ment. according to officials 
here. 

Despite pressure from, ab- 
road, especially from President 
Carter, to cut bade the luc- 
rative arms trade, France has 
now clinched deals with most 
of the Arab countries, from 
Saudi Arabia to Morocco. 

“There is nothing naughty 
about selling arms to the oil-

TEHRAN, July 19 (AFP). — 
An electricity shortage, an an- 
noyance up to a few weeks 
ago, has turned into a major 
crisis.

What hn* caused this dram- 
atic breakdown in a country 
which since 1973 has been 
earning $20,000 million annu- 
ally from its oil? 

Mainly its over ambitious 
industrial programme, which 
astonished experts when it was 
first announced. 

Iran is at present suffering 
from a power shortage estima- 
ted at 700 megawatts and it 
has planned a massive nucle- 
ar power grid which should ea- 
sily cover this - - but only in 
the near future.

Irrigation brings colour to the 
barren desert lands of Wadi Rum 


By Lbta Gress 
Special to the Jordan Times 

Irrigation has given the de- 
sert, such as the world-renow- 
ned Wadi Rom with its raptu- 
rous sandstone, a new green 
colour. 

; At the foot of the sandsto- 
ne, the 7,000 dunums of the 
Qa* Disi desert have been con- 
verted into a very fertile wea 
yielding several crops a year of 
cereals and vegetables, as well 
as forage and industrial crops. 

This has been made possible 
by irrigating the virgin mud- 
flats with sprinklers. The ad- 
dition of sand and much deep 
ploughing also ensures greater 
fertility. 

Site Manager Aldo Giova- 
nelli, working for the Italian 
contractor Bonifica, explained 


that water for the project co- 
mes from 10 artesian wells, in 
the area. They have been dril- 
led in the sandstone to a depth 
of 400 metres with a diameter 
of 40 czns. 

The water level -- or “water 
table** - - of the wells starts at 
70 metres below ground level, 
and geological surveys reveal 
that some water layers reach a 
depth of 1,260 metres - - up lo 
an impervious layer of gra- 
nite. 

The output of each well Is 
estimated at 50 million cubic 
metres per year. There is no 
possibility of exhausting the 
supply, Mr. Giovanelli stated. 

The rich source of the wa- 
ter is unknown, especially as 
the quantity of rainfall in the 
area is very scarce. Besides, 
the drilled water is very pure

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Experiments on the two 
units, which started July 1, 
will last six weeks, sources ad- 
ded. It Is expected that other 
power failures wDl take place 
during that period, they added. 
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and potable with a salinity of 
200 parts to every million. 

Mr. Giovanelli explained that 
Bonifica has been working in 
toe Wadi Rum area since 1963, 
when it started work on a 120- 
dunum experimental farm. 

The company then started 
planning the present 7,000-du- 
num project in Qa* Disi in 1973. 
A power house, pumping sta- 
tion and sprinkler irrigation 
network were set up in 1974. 

From 1975, the Ministry of 
Agriculture, with the technical 
assistance of Bonifica. started 
to cultivate wheat, barley, alfa- 
lfa, soya beans and vegetables. 

The yield, for what was ori- 
ginally a virgin area, proved to 
be considerable: Wheat reach- 
ed 4.5 tons per hectare ; alfal- 
fa 135 tons, and barley 4.4 
tons. The same results were 
attained with, vegetables. 

A major factor contributing 
to the success of the project 
was the cooperation of the be- 
douin settlers in the area. 

Before the project came into 
being, there were about 20 be- 
douin families in the area. Now 
there are about 250 families, 
who have buQt houses and 
schools and are fast adapting 
themselves to farm life in what 
is becoming a rich agricultural

Back to all his former posts 


Peking wallposters 
announce Teng’s 
rehabilitation 


PEKING. July 19 (Agencies) — - 
Wailposters appeared in Pek- 
ing today announcing the re- 
habilitation of former Vice- 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping, the 
moderate Chinese leader topp- 
led from power last year, 

A 20-metre poster was pas- 
ted up in one street declaring 
that the veteran revolutionary 
had won back all his former 
pests. 

Tee poster, signed by the 
Number One Bureau of the 
Ministry for Economic Rela- 
tions with Foreign Countries, 
declared in a slogan : 

“Warmly welcome and sup- 
port the Central decision to 
appoint Comrade Teng Hsiao- 
ping to the pests of party vice 
chairman, vice premier of the 
State Council, vice chairman of 
the Military Affairs Commis- 
sion and chief-of-staff.” 

A bystander was asked whe- 
ther the poster had been offici- 
ally sanctioned. He replied in 
English : “This is very good 
news, we had been expecting it 
for a long time.” 

Asked about the posters app- 
earing today an official spo- 
kesman at the Foreign Affairs 
Ministry said : “No comment” 
No other spokesman was av- 
ailable for comment. 

Mr. Teng, 74. was dismis- 
sed in April, 1976, during the 


bitter power struggle that fol- 
lowed Premier Chou En-lai’s 
death. He had been generally 
expected to succeed Mr. Chou 
but was toppled by radical op- 
ponents. 

There have been signs in re- 
cent days that he was about 
to be rehabilitated and indica- 
tions of a top-level gathering 
of the Chinese leadership. 

If his rehabilitation is offici- 
ally confirmed it will be the 
second time the tough, blunt- 
speaking Mr. Teng has been 
brought back from the politi- 
cal wilderness. 

He was first toppled during 
the tumultuous Cultural Revo- 
lution of the 1960s. He retur- 
ned in 1973 and rose to beco- 
me China's third most powerful 
leader after Mr. Chou and Cha- 
irman Mao Tse-tung. 

Last January some posters 
here described Mr. Teng as the 
man who fought hardest to 
defeat the “gang of four” 
among them Chairman Mao’s 
widow, Chiang Ching. 

If his comeback is confir- 
med, it will highlight the extra- 
ordinary political convulsions 
of the past 18 months. One 
year ago Mr. Teng was the 
target of a heated national ca- 
mpaign and appeared to have 
been condemned to political 
death. 


But his grassroots popularity 
has never been doubted by 
analysts here. He has a reputa- 
tion as an outstanding admini- 
strator. 

After Mr. Chou's death in 
January, 1976, Mr. Teng was 
regarded as his logical succes- 
sor, but the left prompted the 
fierce campaign to block his 
appointment. 

He was again branded a 
“capitalist reader" and charged 
with “revisionism”. 

Mr. Teng was sacked from 
all his posts and the premier's 
office was given to the then 
little-known Mr. Hua Kuo-feng. 

The appointment of Mr. Hua 
as Chairman of the Central Co- 
mmittee and the party's Mili- 
tary Commission was also ma- 
de public, at the beginning of 
October last year, through wall 
posters in Peking. Official con- 
firmation came only three days 
later. 

A Chinese official last week 
declared that Mr. Teng would 
definitely be rehabilitated by 
the end of July, and earlier a 
Chinese source had said the 
former leader was already re- 
habilitated de facto since he 
had made a major speech at 
a national scientific conference 
held at the end of last month 
and the beginning of this.

KHADDAM LEAVES 
INDONESIA 


DAMASCUS, July 19 (R). 

— Syria's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam left here for Jakarta 
today on a five-day official vi- 
sit to Indonesia. Official sour- 
ces here said Mr. Khaddam’s 
talks with his Indonesian coun- 
terpart Adam Malik were ex- 
pected to cover the Middle 
East situation and bilateral re- 
lations. 


Mr. Malik was addressing a 
lunch marketing the 30th an- 
niversary of cooperation bet- 
ween Reuters and the Indone- 
sian news agency, Antara. The 
first agreement between the 
two was initiated in 1947 by 
Mr. Malik, then one of Anta- 
ra's directors. 

"The stress of reporting was 
then on the interests of colo- 
nialism," Mr. Malik said. 

“Now it is on the develop- 
ments and achievements of 
newly independent countries, 
the Third World, the non-align- 
ed, the North-South dialogue 
-- all of them unheard of in 
those days. 

“Obviously, this change also 
has prompted certain quarters 
of the established press to go 
to the extreme right or left in 
their reporting, in many cases 
annoying the people who hap- 
pen to be the subject of their 
story." 

As a result of this, accusa- 
tions of distorted and biased 
reporting were frequent. Jour- 
nalists were expelled or their 
news organisations banned. 

“I don’t like these ugly me- 


asures," the foreign minis ter 
said. “For a developing coun- 
try, however, they are the most 
practical and effective ones to 
take in order to express its 
protest against indiscriminate 
biased reporting." 

Mr. Malik said a pool of 
non-aligned press agencies, pr- 
oposed at the non-aligned su- 
mmit meeting in Colombo last 
year, -would be an attempt to 
improve dissemination of re- 
ports of positive developments 
and achievements which were 
being denied publicity by. the 
established press. 


BEIRUT, July 19 (R). — A 
military tribunal today senten- 
ced a Norwegian to six months 
imprisonment and a 500 Leb- 
anese pounds (£100.) fine on 
charges of possessing and tran- 
sporting explosives. 

It acquitted Mr. Lars Gule, 
22, of charges of trying to 
smuggle the explosives out of 
Lebanon for subersive activi- 
ties abroad.

China calls Albanian 
attacks “adventurism”

PEKING. July 19 (AFP). — 
China this weekend replied in- 
directly but firmly to recent 
attacks by the Albanian La- 
bour Party of its foreign poli- 
cy. Accused by Tirana of “op- 
portunism”, it responded wit:, 
the anathema of “adventuri- 
sm”. 

The official Chinese party 
newspaper, the People’s Daily, 
reaffirmed the validity of the 
late Mao Tse-tung’s position 
under which the Third World 
is the "main force in the world 
struggle against imperialisr 
and hegemon ism.” 

Meanwhile, in an article at- 
tacking the Soviet Union but 
aimed particularly at Albania, 
the New China News Agency 
on Sunday accused the USSR 
of dividing the African coun- 
tries into two categories, 
"progressive" and “reaction- 
ary" - - i.e., a classification 
similar to that adopted by the 
Albanian party. 

Cn July 7 the Albanian par- 
ty dailv Zeri-i-Popullh publi- 
shed a’ lengthy editorial de- 
nouncing the foreign policy of 
China -- without actually na- 
ming it -- 2 nd especially the 
Maoist “three worlds” theory 
Of superpowers, developed co- 
untries and Third World na- 
tions. 

This dividing up of the 
world was described as “ant r - 
Leninist" and criticised for 
"putting the struggle of the 
people and the proletariat on 
an anti-Marxist, revisionist 
course" resulting in "confusion 
and disorganisation among the 
revolutionary forces." 

Tie People’s Daily said on 
Friday that Mao’s theory of 
1946: “All reactionaries are pa- 
per tigers" was still valid. The 


"revolutionary peoples have 
nothing to fear from imperiali- 
sm and reactionaries," the ar- 
ticle said, affirming that these 
were “paper tigers" that would 
finally be "overthrown". 

The Albanian Embassy in 
Peking went to the trouble of 
widely circulating copies of 
the Zeri-i-Popullit editorial, 
and this was considered as an 
out-and-out “provocation" in. 
diplomatic circles here. 

Asked by AFP about the re- 
asons for such a polemic at 
this time, Albanian officials 
minimised the disagreement 
between the Albanian and 
Chinese parties. 

They emphasised that the 
views expressed by Zeri-i-Pop- 
uliit were not new but the Al- 
banian Labour Party felt it 
was more necessary than ever 
to “state once again its posi- 
tion at a time when ideologi- 
cal confusion . reigns all over 
the world.” This reply could 
well imply “including Peking". 

Just after the Albanian Em- 
bassy circulated the Zeri-l- 
Po pull it editorial in Peking, 
Chinese Vice Premier Chi 
Teng-kwei met a delegation 
from Albanian Radio and Te- 
levision accompanied by the 
Albanian charge d’affaires. 

An Albanian diplomat des- 
cribed the meeting as “very 
friendly" and said the ideolo- 
gical question raised by Zeri- 
i-PopuIlit had not been brought 
up. 

He denied rumours that the 
100-odd Albanian scholarship 
students in various institutes 
and universities would leave 
China for good at the end of 
the current school year. “Like 
our students in Korea, they're 
leaving on vacation and will 
come back in the autumn," he 
said. 


AMSTERDAM, July 19 (R). 
— Police said today that a 53- 
year old Dutchman has admit- 
ted setting fire to the luxury 
home of millionaire art collec- 
tor Pieter Menten, who is on 
trial here for the alleged mass 
killings of Jews during the 
Nazi occupation of the Ukra- 
ine. 

The 20-room mansion in the 
village of Blaricum, east of 
Amsterdam, was set ablaze 
when a molotov cocktail was 
thrown on the thatched roof on 
Sunday night The house and a 
large part of Mr. Menten’s co- 
llection were sc*k.usly damag- 
ed. 

Police Capt Rob Borderwijk 
identified the man only by his 
initials. He said he went _ to 
police in Rotterdam last night 
and claimed he had set the 
house ablaze. 

The man, who was transfer- 
red to Araasterdam police, said 
he drove to Blaricum 'from so- 
uth Holland and stopped on 
the way to fill a bottle with 
petrol at a filling station. 

He told detectives he toss- 
ed the bottle on the roof of 
Mr. Menten’s house and then 
drove off without waiting to 


see what happened. 

Capt. Borderwijk said the 
man who admitted starting the 
fire suffered during World War 
II and had spent IS months in 
Dachau concentration camp. 
He had received psychiatric 
treatment in the past and sh- 
ould be "regarded as a war 
victim," the captain added. 

He said that the man claim- 
ed tried to set fire to a pub- 
lishing firm at Ridderkerk, near 
Rotterdam, two years ago. The 
company was due to print Ad- 
olf Hitler’s Mein Kampf. 

Mr. Menten, 7S, went on tri- 
al in May on charges of taking 
part in the mass killings of 
Jews in 1941. The trial resu- 
mes on Aug. 25 and Mr. Men- 
ten, a diabetic, is held in a pri- . 
son hospital at Scheveningen, 
near the Hague. 

Police earlier said eight at- 
tic rooms were gutted in the 
fire and about six bedrooms on 
the first floor. were badly da- 
maged. The blaze destroyed a 
large part of Mr. Menten’s col- 
lection, which included water- 
colour paintings, silver, glass 
ware, furniture and carpets. 
Full details of the collection 
are not known.

Montreal lives to regret hosting Olympics 
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MONTREAL, July 19 (R). — 
On the first anniversary of the 
billion dollar Olympics, Mont- 
realers are not being allowed 
to bask in the memories of any 
nostalgia. 

The pageantry, the visitors 
and sporting performances are 
lost in the bad dream of pay- 
ing the bill. 

It will be 1997 before citi- 
zens finish paying their $200 
million share of the cost. For 
the next 20 years, property 
owners will be getting bills 
clearly marked “Special Olym- 
pic Tax".' This amounts, at the 
moment, to as much as a 13 
per cent increase in property 
taxes and 20 per cent in com- 
mercial taxes. 

The Province of Quebec is 
shouldering the rest of the de- 
ficit and hopes to have it paid 
off within seven years with a 
Special 0.4 per cent cigarette 
and tobacco tax and income 
from a lottery. 

And for all this it seems lik- 
ely that the huge Olympic sta- 
dium will never be completed. 

It joins two hotels in limbo. 
Their future is clouded because 
they were not completed in 
time for the Olympics and 
there are now twice as many 
hotel rooms as are needed in 
the current business slump. 

There are suggestions that it 
win be cheaper to leave the 


Hyatt Regency as an empty 
shell when the bare structure 
is finished later this yeer rath- 
er than operate it at a loss. 

Work on the giant Holiday 
Inn was halted months ago, 
the developer unable to orga- 
nise financing. Its skeleton and 
the cranes stand as testimony 
right in the city centre Lo the 
over-ambition of politicians, 
businessmen and construction 
workers. 

French architect Roger Tail- 
libert's design had called for a 
150 metre high tower leaning 
over the Olympic stadium. Its 
main purpose would have been 
to house a parachute-like roof, 
retracted in fire weather but 
lowered for rain and Snow. 

Because of repeated const- 
ruction disputes, the tower was 
unfinished in time for the 
games. There would be plenty 
of time for that afterwards, 
the politicians said. 

Estimated cost of completion 
is $149 million --on top of 
the SI. 41 billion already pour- 
ed into that and other instal- 
lations . 

Now, having visited four 
other stadiums with retractab- 
le roofs in the United States. 
Quebec provincial officials have 
decided it is not worth adding 
one to the Montreal stadium. 
So the dream of giving the 
city the means to compete 


with say the climate of Hous- 
ton. is gone. 

Sports fens will continue to 
cross their fingers every spring 
that snowstorms will not delay 
the start ot rise baseball seas- 
on, they will remain at the 
mercy oF violent summer thun- 
derstorms, and at football ma- 
tch? the only defence against 
the chill November winds will 
be the flark of ruin traditional- 
ly carried in the back pocket. 

' Mr. Claude Charron, Quebec 
Minister for Sport, has little 
sympathy. He says the annual 
cost" of running the complex 
is $10.5 million. Income is only 
$4 million. The taxpayer sup- 
ports the deficit 

"It is a mon strews heritage, 
born of outrageous expense, 
socially unjustified and econo- 
micnlly unrealistic," he said. 

The sports fans’ discomfort 
will be nothing compared to 
that of contractors who were 
involved in Olympic construc- 
tion for provincial Premier 
Rene Levesque has now order- 
ed a judicial inquiry to find out 
. why the games cost five times 
their original estimate. 

The. move came after the 
provincial auditor general exa- 
mined just three Olympic con- 
tracts and found what he call- 
ed significant irregularities. 

There is more than a suspi- 
cion that such nn inquiry win 


be used by the Parti Quebecois 
government to discredit its po- 
litical opponents. One colum- 
nist predicts that the first tar- 
get will be Mayor Jean Dra- 
peau. The man responsible for 
bringing 'the Olympics to Mon- 
treal. 

Mr. Drapeau comes up for 
election next year and the fe- 
eling is that an Interim re- 
port will be produced just in 
time to give the voters some- 
thing to think about. Mr. Dra- 
peau is a federalist and the 
Parti Quebecois would dearly 
love one of their own separa- 
tists in the city which provides 
their power base. 

Mr. Drapeau thinks the go- 
vernment is making a mistake 
by leaving the stadium unfin- 
ished. He thinks provincial pri- 
de requires it to be complet- 
ed. 

But others are not so sure. 
Montrealers seem to want to 
forget about the Olympics al- 
together. 

There has been a suggestion 
that with the 1984 Olympics al- 
most going begging for a site, 
the city should bid for them. 
It has all the facilities now, 
and it could do with the busi- 
ness. But no. 

"It will be a long time be- 
fore Montreal bids for an Oly- 
mpic g am es again,” says the 
mayor.
